An original Hogarth of this size in London is valued at 2GQG pounds sterling. It 
has never been doubted, and was painted at the time he went to Calais. PiUing- 
ton’a Dictionary tells us, *‘tliat Hogarth went to France, and while at Calais, be- 
gan to draw a sketch of the gate of the town, for which lie was taken into custody 
—but was soon released. This circumstance he ridiculed in an excellent carica- 
ture,” and here it is, has been in this country many years and was well known by 
many persons when in the late Mr. Puff’s Collection ; and if it sells for only as 
many dollars as Hogarth’s pictures are valued in pounds sterling, the owner will 
be perfectly satisfied.

Wilson, without so great a fea- 
ture, hod a more varied and more proportionate power— die observed nature in all 
her appearances, and had a characteristic touch for all her forms* But though in 
effect of dewey freshness and silent evening light, few equalled, few excelled him ; 
his grandeur is oftencr allied to terror, bustle, and convulsion, than to calmness 
and tranquility.
